Prospects That Wood will go no 


Higher Than! Last Year— 


Depends on Swamps 


There have been many inquiries to 


T h e D i s p a t c h as to the probable fuel 
supply in Brainerd the coming winter. 


A representative has been looking the 
matter up and can find little reason to 
expect as strenuous times as last win­ 
ter, though there may be times when 
it will be hard to get coal from dealers 
because of their inability to get it from 
the wholesalers who will probably be 
taxed to supply the western communi­ 
ties who cannot buy their coal until the 
fall crop is marketed. 
For this reason, 
as well as for the reason that coal is 
invariably higher in winter than in 
summer and fall, it is advisable for 
everyone who can to lay in a sup­ 
ply at once. 
Many of our people have 
profited by the lesson of last year. 
A 
year ago at this time there had been 
not to exceed 250 tons of coal sold and 
delivered by the various ciders in this 
city. 
Today according to information 
furnished the T he D ispatch by Messrs. 
Fishers & Budd, John Larson and the 
H. H. Hitch Co., there have been at 
least 2,500 tons of coal already placed 
in bins for the coming winter. 
The consumption of coal in Brainerd 
doubled last year, however, and it will 
increase heavily this year, the wood 
heating stove being replaced with coal 
in a large majority of instances while 
in many homes the range will be fed 
with coal this winter. 
The demand for 
coal is therefore far from filled and it 
behooves all to make preparation for 
possible trouble in advance. 
As to the wood situation there seems 
to be a variety of opinion. That the 
supply is limited no one 
disputes. 
What the demand will be is hard to 
estimate. 
One man who used several 
hundred cords of wood in heating busi­ 
ness blocks last year has already put in 
300 tons of coal. 
Others are doing 
likewise. 
There are few large lots of 
wood in the country, yet a dealer in­ 
formed T hu Dispatch 
this morning 
that almost every farmer had cut a 
little wood last winter or this spring, 
the amounts running from five to fifty 
cords. 
One local firm has 700 cords 
bought and piled along the railroad 
ready for shipment when seasoned and 
others are probably as well fixed. 
The 
most uncertain element in the situation 
is the supply of dry tamarack. 
This 
depends 
upon the freezing 
of the 
swamps. 
If they freeze before snow 
comes there will be thousands of cords 
of dead tamarack on the market. 
It 
has been three years now since it was 
practical to get into the swamps to get 
out wool and there is therefore a large 
amount of (Ital and dry wood in them 
which the faimers are anxious to get 
out as it is deterioriating all the time. 
If they < a i get at this it will be 
dumped on the market in large quanti­ 
ties and the dealers nearly all look for 
no raise but rather a.fall in the market 
under those conditions. 
Until 
that 
time comes theie will be much uncer­ 
tainty as to both supply and price.
